Some of the exercises Involve students', taking polls In order to 
determine the attitudes of their friends^, i-elatlves, neighbors, etc., 
toward methods of reducing gasoline consumption. As a ftnal 
exercise the student Is asked to take the role of a member pf 
Congress, consider his/her o^n attitudes as well/as the' attitudes 
of others, and vote oA various methods of reducing gasoline

The program Is used Exercise 1- as the means for entering and st6rlng 
class data on attitudes toward the gasoline situation. In Exercise 2, ATITUD 
Is used to print out data from- professional polls and from class entries as 
a basis for comparison and analysis. v 

The ATITUD program and printout Is clearly structured for iease of Inter- 
pretation. Even students Avlth no familiarity with computer materials will 
find no difficulty working with ATITUD and Its jf)rintout.

Preparing to Use the Unit C-^ 

The primary focus of this unit Is on attltudiss toward the gasoline shortage 
and toward methods of reducing gasoline consumption. It should be continually 
emphasized that the purpose of th6 unit Is to examine attitudes and their 
relation to government actions, not to learn how to.sblve the shortage 
problem. 4 /

If^-tlme la very 
limited you may wish to assign just Exercises 1 and 2. '

the gasoline shortage by responding to questions and statements. Exercise '2 
calls for you or the students to Use the program and retrieve^ summary of 
studpnt re&pctoses as well as responses gathered by the Gallup and Harrlig 
pblls.

•Skiggested Additional Exercise 

The last exercise (number 10) calls for each student to pretend he/she Is 
a member of Congress, consider hlsAer own attitude as well as the 
attitudes of the people he/she represents and the attitudes of special groups, 
then to vMe on each -action proposed to^ reduce gasoline consumption. A 
meanlngfta followup to that exercise would be to have the entire class act 
as members of Congress, debate the various actions proposed, then vote on 
them. ' ♦
